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FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


On sounding an alarm from fire box No. 234, the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association assembled in its Fourth 
Annual Conyention in the Court House in the city of Ashe- 
ville, on Wednesday, July 13th, 1892, at 10 o’clock a. m. 


FIRST DAY—MornING SESSION. 


_ At the appointed time the Convention was called to order 
by President 'T. A. Green, of New Berne. * Rev. J. Q. Adams, 
pastor of French Broad Baptist Church, was requested by the 
President to open the Convention with prayer. 

Mr. Adams delivered the following impressive prayer: 


“Creator of all, our Father in Heaven, in whom we live and move 
- and have our being; our creator and preserver, God of all grace, and 
God and Father of our Savior, Jesus Christ, we come as Thy crea- 
tures and acknowledge Thee as our God, and to thank Thee for thy 
goodness to us in the past and for thy loving goodness in the present. 
We desire to thank thee for all thy blessings; for this common coun- 
try of ours, with its free institutions, its civil and religious liberty, 
and for all the other biessings thou hast bestowed upon us, and we 
ask that thy benedictions may rest upon this thy country ; bless this 
our beautiful sky-land, this state; bless thou these strangers who 
have come up here; bless thou him who doth preside over their meet- 
ing; may thy goodness be among them and thy will be done among 
them; and may brotherly love and a spirit of generosity be manifest 
to one another. Preside thou over them and direct them in all things, 
and we pray that they may be blessed while they are here, and wilt 
thou keep their families under thy loving care in their absence, and 
grant them a safe return to their homes, we pray thee. And at last 
grant to all of us a happy entrance to our eternal home with thee, ks 
ask for our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ and our redeemer. Amen,’ 


Chief George 8. Powell, of Asheville, arose and said:

Frititow Firemen: In the absence of our honorable Mayor, who was ~ 
to deliver the address of ‘welcome, I wish to introduce Hon. Tha 


Gudger. [Prolonged applause. | 


Mr. Gudger welcomed the Convention with the following 
address : | 


“Tt was but a few moments ago that, owing to the sudden sickness 
of Mayor Blanton, who was to make the welcome address for this 
city, did I know that the pleasing duty of welcoming you would de- 
volve upon me. I think there is in this country no more hospitable 
people than is to be found in the city of Asheville and the surround- 
ing country. This is not singular. These grand mountain peaks 
that lift their heads high above you, as if in the act of kissing the . 
skies, great, beautiful, green valleys of ours, are and ought to be the 
natural home of men of broad hearts. Allow me, then, in behalf of 
the citizens and the firemen of the city, to extend you all a cordial 
welcome to our midst. We welcome you because we always desire to 
have strangers and friends to come to see the beauties of this city 
and to breathe this life-giving air, which we think perfect. Again, 
we are glad to meet you, because we know that under your protection 
and care our lives and property are safe. No organization to-day 
does more for the public, without any compensation, than the noble 
brotherhood of firemen of the State of North Carolina. [Cheers.] 
No matter where they may be—in the workshop, in their stores, or 
anywhere in their places of business, at the sound of danger, at the | 
ringing of the bells of fire, they rush as one man to save the lives and 
property of those that may be in jeopardy. If it is in the black 
darkness of the night, if the bell sounds, as one man they rush to the 
rescue, fearless and tireless. I say, then, in behalf of these men— 
men who have the good of the community at heart—who haye the 
welfare of the city at heart—I again welcome you to,the city of Ashe- 
ville, and trust that your stay among us will be one of pleasure and 
profit—that it may be one step forward to others just as good, to 
make you more efficient, more helpful in this, your labor of love and 
goodness. Again I welcome you all—one and all.” [Cheers.] : 


Mr. J. D. Murphy, of the Asheville bar, was introduced 
and delivered the following address: cme 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the State Firemen’s Association : 


As you know the County of Buncombe was named for Col. Edward Mi 
Buncombe, a brave revolutionary soldier. He possessed a magnifi- 


cent country estate called “Buncombe Hall,” in Tyrrell County, N. — a 


* 
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C. Here he dispensed princely, generous hospitality. Above the 
door through which you entered his mansion were inscribed the words, 


“To Buncombe Hall—welcome all.” The citizens of this county | 


have ever emulated the example of the eminent citizen whose name 
_ their county bears, and to-day we present another proof of it by con- 
yerting our city into one large Buncombe Hall, throwing wide open 
our gates, inscribed above them the historic motto “To Buncombe 
Hall—Welcome all.” 

Again, when Queen Elizabeth made her celebrated journey, or 
rather progress—as the English preferred to call the journeys made 
by their Sovereigns—to the princely home of the Earl of Leicester— 
Kenilworth—immortalized in Scott’s story, the Harl kept the hands of 
his clock always pointing to twelve, in order that it might always 
seem to bedinner time. We have in our midst another Kenilworth 
only less princely than the castle of the great Earl—around which so 
many historic associations cluster—to remind us of our duty, as it 
will be no less our pleasure, to imitate the example of Leicester, and 
while you are our guests we will keep the hands of our clocks con- 
tinually pointing to twelve, to indicate the generous welcome and 
open-handed hospitality we to-day extend to you. 

From. beside the roaring ocean you have come; from the sandy 
plains of the Atlantic seaboard you have come; from central Caroli- 
na you have come ; from the sloping hills and fertile valleys of the 
Piedmont region you have come—to spend a day with us, to be fan- 
ned by gentle mountain zephyrs, to gaze upon the grandeur and 
beauties of the “Switzerland of America,” and to engage in your 
annual athletic contest, even as the Grecian youth annually wended 
their way to Olympia to engage in the Olympic games and to compete 
for the wreath of victory. 

Believing that youare in the same condition as the Queen of Sheba, 
when she gazed upon the glories of the kingdom of Solomon, that 
the half of Asheville’s glories have not been told, let me proceed to 
tell you what we have in Asheville. 

In the first place, we have not only the most popular mayor in the 
‘State, but whose anatomy isin such shape that, placing his feet as 
near together as he may, still you can throw a stream from a four- 
- inch hose pipe between his knees without touching either. 


_ Again, we have seven ably edited newspapers—one %f which, ‘‘The 
Daily Citizen,” has acquired a reputation as a kicker not excelled by 
that mule of Bill Arp’s, who, when attacked by a swarm of infuriated 
pees, kicked all his legs and his body away, till nolhing was left but 
his head, and that still continued the kicking motion. But the head 
of “The Citizen” that is left is a mighty long and a mighty level one. 

Again, we have four honestly conducted and well managed banks, 
with an aggregate capital of $———, about which said banks, how- 
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ever, I personally know very little, except that it requires a better 
name than mine, or Joe Chumm’s either, to get money out of them. 

We have eighteen miles of street railway, running in every direc- 
tion from the center of the city. 

We have a population’ of 15,000 souls, which number is rarely di- 
minished by death, notwithstanding the fact that we are daily sub- 
jected to the attacks of forty-one active medical practitoners. 

To the single gentlemen and old bachelors among you, I would say 
that we have 992 of the fairest maidens whose cheeks were ever kiss- 
ed by a sunbeam, with coral lips, damask rose cheeks and liquid, 
lustrous eyes, every beam from which is a Cupid’s arrow, which 
brings prostrate to their feet every one upon whom they glance. So, 
if one of them glances at you, you might as well exclaim: “I came, 
she saw, and J am “ers.” | 

We have our share of dudes and dudines also, who are afflicted with 
that dread disease known as Anglomania. They walk the streets in 
knickerbockers and say ‘“‘Yaas, dontcherknow,” and believe that an 
English Hidalgo is just “too nice and lovely for anything.” 

We have thirty-six lawyers, better known as the “Starvation Army,” 
who daily walk the highways of this town singing that melancholy 
song, “Over the Hills to the Poor House.’ We lawyers are specially 
glad to meet and welcome you firemen, because, if the popular inter- 
pretation of certain verses of scripture be true, we will have the 
rather doubtful pleasure of a very intimate acquaintance with fire- 
men in the world to come. 

We have resident among us a Superior Court Judge—an old bache- 
lor—who has never yet succeeded in getting a girl to judge his case 
rightly. 

We have also one ex-Judge, with fifteen or twenty lawyers who 
could possibly be persuaded to don the Judicial ermine. 

We have one ex-Congressman among us, with thirty-one anxious- 
and-willing-to-be future Congressmen. is 

We have resident among us the Goddess of Pleasure, at whose 
shrine thirty thousand pleasure-seekers annually come to worship 
and go away resolved to return as soon as they replenish their purses 
sufficiently to pay Asheville livery bills and Col. Martin’s car fare. 

The Goddess of Flealth, Hygeia, sits upon her throne in Asheville, 
at whose altar thirty-five thousand invalids and health-seekers annu- 
ally come to worship and go away restored, invigorated, rejuvenated, 
as if they had visited the fountain of perennial youth, much to their 
pleasure and comfort, to the gratification of their relatives and friends, 
and to the equally great regret of our popular and highly esteemed 
undertaker—Jesse R. Starnes. 

' We have in our midst what is to be the finest private estate on the 
globe, the property of that horny-handed son of toil, George W. Van-- 
derbilt. 
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Upon the mountains surrounding our city are stately forests,where 
Dryads and Hamadryads dwell; down whose slopes flow limpid 
streams where Naiads reign. 

In fine, Asheville is a diamond set in a mountain of emerald—a 
diamond whose brilliant health-giving light has flashed across the 
continent, yea, throughout the world, and to-day we present to you, 
not Asheville of North Carolina, but Asheville of the civilized world. 

Would you view nature in all her grandeur and sublimity? Then 
look forth from the observatory at Battery Park, or, better still, take 
the Dummy line and go to the top of Smith’s Mountain and gaze 
upon a panoramic picture of Nature, in all its tinted beauty, “as 
grand and as lovely as ever pencil of Nature sketched in any land.” 

Would you drink health-giving draughts of water from the depths 
of the earth? Then take the West Asheville car line and go to Sul- 
phur Springs. , 

Would you know what pluck and energy, combined with capital, 
can accomplish? Then take the Montford avenue car line and go to 
North-west Asheville. 

Would you roam in the Elysian fields of love and romance? Then 
wend your way to the top of Beau-catcher mountain, where the God- 
dess of Love and Beauty eternally reigns. 

To all this and more I bid you welcome, and in the language some- 
where to be found in scripture, bid you eat, drink and be merry. 

But, as rain is often mingled with sunshine, so sorrows are often 
mingled with joys. To-day, in the midst of our festivities and 
merry-making, it is with sadness that we recall that less than a year 
ago three of your fellow comrades, while returning from your annual 
meeting in Durham, at 2 o’clock in the morning, mayhap enjoying 
sweet visions of home, took that fearful plunge to death at Bostian’s 
Bridge. There, amid agonizing groans and heart-rending cries of 
dying men and women, with darkness as a winding-sheet and with 
the twinkling stars and convoys of weeping angels as witnesses, their 
spirits winged their flight from that field of Golgotha to the God who 
gave them. Let us, to-day, in spirit at least, plant immortelles upon 
their tombs. 

Firemen of North Carolina, permit me to express to you the honor 
you have conferred upon us and the pleasure you have afforded us in 
pecoming our guests. We honor you as individuals and we honor 
you as an organization formed to fight the most destructive element 
known to nature—a great army organized to do battle with that ele- 
ment by which, as we are ever reminded by the rainbow-wreath arch- 
ing the skies, all things will ultimately be destroyed. In this great 
army are soldiers as brave as any who followed the fortunes of Cesar 
at Pharsalia, Napoleon at Austerlitz, Bruce at Bannockburn, Marl- 


porough at Blenheim, or Wellington at Waterloo. Summoned to 
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arms, not by the bugle blast, but by that more frightful sound—the 
fire-bell—they march forth to duty—often without money and with- 
out price, without reward or the hope of reward—to do, to dare and 
often to die in their efforts to protect property and to preserve hu- 
man life. 

Less than a year ago, in the city of Chattanooga, a brave fireman, 
in his effort to save human life, lost his footing, fell against a live 
electric wire and was hurled into eternity. In the city of San Fran- 
cisco a dreadful conflagration was raging and a man was seen on the 
upper window of a building calling for help, with every avenue of 
escape closed. Up went the firemen’s ladder, and the man was res- 


cued just before the tottering walls crumbled to earth. In the city — 


of Chicago, a mother in her excitement had forgotten her sleeping 
infant in a burning building. Crazed with fright, the mother could 
only scream, “My child! My child!” A brave fireman made his way 
through that fiery furnace, over tottering stairways, and brought that 
infant to safety and to its mother’s arms. 

In the city of St. Louis a tall building was burning. Two girls 
were seen at an upper window and the story of their rescue is told in 
the following verses: 


THE LEAP FROM THE LADDER. 


A clang of the deep fire bell, 
Booming its wild affright ; 

The flames of a fiery hell 
Fill the air with a lurid light, i 

And swift through the city streets, pell mell, 
Rush the engines in the night. 


A roof falls in with a crash, 
A million sparks uprise, 
And quick as the lightning’s flash 


The flame leaps up to the skies ; PN 


And the horses made frantic under the lash, oil 
Have reached the fire fiend’s prize. 


See from that window so high, 
Two frightened faces peer out: 

Their faint but thrilling ery 
Answers the multitude’s shout; 

The long fire ladder swings up towards the sky, 
Hoisted by comrades stout. _ . 


See that frail trembling thing, 
Poised in the flame-lit air, 

And see that brave man spring 
Upon the fragile stair ; 

He climbs up swiftly where everything i 
Is scorched in the fire’s red glare. 
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The hot light flares in his face. 
But—so far safe and sound— 

He steadies himself in his place, 
Sixty feet up from the ground; 

The two women stand at their window case 
And look with wild eyes around. if 


‘The ladder’s too short!’ he cried ; 
“Make of a sheet a rope— 

And be quick !?? The women tried ; 
With a sudden and new-born hope, 

They made and cast it, with one end tied, 
And watched him for it grope. 


Far from his hand it flutters, 
By a furious fire-draught blown ; 

The women shriek as the shutters 
In the room next to their own 

Blaze up—as the man on the ladder utters 
The words in a cool, calm tone: 


‘‘ Take heart!’ Then the rope he eyes; 
Like a panther crouched at bay; 

To reach it once more he tries, 
When it turns to swing his way ; 

Then he leaps from the ladder and grasps his prize, 
While the women shriek and pray. 


One moment he hangs in the air, 
Then mounts it, hand over hand, 
_ While the thousands below him stare, 
And in breathless silence stand, 
‘Till he safely lowers the frightened pair, 
And on the ladder they land. 


As he descends there’s a cheer 
That rings on the midnight air, 

So joyous, loud and clear, 
For that brave hero there; 

Yet they cheer and cheer such courage rare, 
For the man who knows no fear. 


Deeds like these make heroes with whom no Marlborough nor no 
Napoleon shall ever rank. Greater heroism hath no man than this— 
that he risk his own life to save human life. 

I feel proud that our State has in some measure’ recognized the 
worth and merit of your great organization by establishing a relief 
fuad for disabled firemen-——noble soldiers—who have lost limb or 
health in the unselfish performance of duty. 

Again I bid you welcome! and may the greatest joys of earth and 
the choicest blessings of Heaven be showered upon you as individu- 


als and asan organization. 


President Green responded in behalf of the firemen, in the 


following appropriate words: | 


TO." 


In behalf of my associates of the Fire Association of North Caro- 
lina, I thank you for the eloquent reception which you have given us. 
The hospitality of the Land of the Skies, and particularly of Ashe- 
ville, is known far and wide. We needed no assurance of this, after 
following the eloquent speaker who has just addressed us, for progress 
is marked all over your beautiful city. And where a people are not 
only wealthy and wise, but full of noble and generous impulses for 
the stranger and visitor in their gates, they can be safely trusted for all 
the other duties and responsibilities of life. Wth full, responsive 
hearts we thank you for your warm and generous reception. [Ap- 
plause. | 


Dr. J. W. Griffith, Secretary and Treasurer of the Associ- 
ation, in introducing the next speaker, said: , 


At my earnest and urgent request we have among us a brother and 
friend from a sister state, and an active fireman—a fireman who is an 
honor to any state and to the country at large—brave of heart, and 
one that stands high in the association of his state, which is the moth- 
er association of our own. As I said before, he has come among us, 
and at my request he will make us a short talk, which I am sure we 
shall all appreciate. I refer to Chief N. F. Reid, of Danville, Va. 


Amid loud applause, Mr. Reid took the stand and delivered 
the following address: 


Gentlemen of the Convention : 

I appear before you, not to make a speech if I could, but to greet 
you as brethren and bid you God speed in the grand and glorious 
work. EF 

I always feel at home among North Carolinians; I am one by birth, 
instinct and every other tie that can bind one to his native State. 

Fifteen years ago I cast my fortunes with the good people of Vir- 
ginia, in the prosperous and progressive city of Danville. While I 
Ihave many friends among her people, and am bound to them by 
many ties, yet my heart ever yearns for my native State ; her people. 
are my people, and her God will ever be my God; hence, I feel today 
that I am in the house of my father, and among friends. 

Gentlemen of the Convention: You are engaged in a grand work, 
and if rightly prosecuted willleave its impress on the coming ages. 
The cattle of the fields herd themselves together, the birds of the air 
go in flocks, men and women of every clime, band themselves together 
for mutual good, and why not the heroic firemen who live and often 
die for others, get themselves together for mutual protection, for I 
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believe that the warmest heart always beat under a fireman’s jacket. 
So I trust if you accomplish nothing else you will be made happier’ 
and better by your intermingling together. Peace has its victories 
no less renowned than war, and while I see on this occasion a body of 
men, many of whom have long since beaten their swords into plow- 
shares and turned their spears into pruning hooks, yet I am vogni- 
zant of the fact that I address many a fire-scarred veteran, who at the 
midnight hour has scaled the dizzy heights, or rushed up trembling 
stairs, half blinded with smoke and scorched with flame, to save 
property, and what is above all, the lives of helpless women and 
children. 

How grand such heroes, how beautiful the spirit of brotherly love. 

During the late war when the tide of passion ran high on both 
sides ; when sectional hate flamed in the hearts of all classes; when 
nearly every one was swift to shed blood; when reproaches and bit- 
ter curses were breathed forth on every hand; when the black cloud 
of war had hung its dark fold around our sunny homes, withno ray 
of light traceable on it, there was a bright form seen amidst the 
_ cloudy scene. It seemed to be the form of an angel of mercy. It 
lifted its voice of pity and commiseration amidst the wails of the 
wounded and dying. It stood all night at the hospital bunk. It took 
the riddled forms of brothers and laid them in their rude coffins, in 
their last sleep. It wrote home the sad message, it knew no north 
no south, but in modest capitals on the folds of its hand-flag was seen 
inscribed, ‘‘ Fraternity, Brotherly Love,’’ and when the last gun was. 
fired ; when the brave soldiers flung down their arms and sought 
their homes, the first hand stretched out from the north to the south, 
in her sackcloth and ashes in which she had clothed herself, was the 
hand that gives the grip whereby one brother knows another in the 
darkness of National defeat as well as in the light of National. 
triumph. 

Years ago your organization sprang into existence, for a time it 
geemed that the fates were against you, but by the indominable pluck 
and energy so characteristic of North Carolina firemen, a bow of 
hope soon arched the retiring cloud and to-day you are moving on- 
ward in solid phalanx, with elbows touching, to the grand realization 
of your fondest hopes. 

The question is frequently asked, What good do these associations 
do? Ask the widows and orphans of the noble heroes who have 
passed over the river in the last ) earsin your own State. 

It was this fraternal spirit and brotherly love that wiped the death 
sweat from their brows, closed their glazed eyes with fraternal 
fingers, took them in the arms of affection and laid them gently down 
in their last resting place, raised a mound, smoothed it down with 
the sexton’s spade, planted a little flower to keep vigil and then hur- 
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ried back to look after the widow and orphans. Can you conceive of 


anything grander or nobler. It is at such scenes as these that God 
himself seems to stoop from his throne in heaven to give an approy- 


ing smile. Brothers, take courage; place your association on a foun- 
dation as solid as these grand old mountains, whose summits are sleep- 


ing in the clouds still flaming with the fire that fills them, looming — 


grandly in the purple haze of time. : 
Finally, brethren, trusting that this may prove a most profitable’and 


pleasant season to each of you, and that the future may have in store ~ 


a rich shower of all that brings truest happiness, and when life’s sun 
has passed far into the west and is approaching the horizon for each 
of you, may you realize the fullness in your own experience, that he 


who dries one tear of sorrow, he who smoothes one wrinkle on. the 


brow of care, he who brings light where darkness reigned before, in 
the name of Him who planted such ennobling sentiments and impulses 
in human hearts, his name and his deeds shall be royal far above the 
sceptered sway of kings. 


After speaking was over President Green announced that 
the meeting was open for business, and appointed the. follow- 
ing gentlemen as a Commi.tee on Credentials: Capt. Frank 
O’Donnell of Asheville, William Ellis of New Berne, F. C. 
Meinung of Salem, Jas. D. McNeill of Fayetteville, and J. 
J. Stone of Greensboro. 

Then the Secretary called the roll of the towns for the mem- 
bers to present their credentials to him to be given to the 
Committee, which being done the Committee retired to con- 
sider. While the committee was out he called the attention 
of the members to a set of sixteen badges presented by the 
Whitehead and Hoag Co., of Newark, N. J., to be given to the

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The President wanted to know if it was the pleasure of the 
Convention to adjourn now or receive the reports of the offi- 
cers. It was decided by the Convention to go on at present. 

The reports of officers and committees were then in order, 
and the President made his report as follows: 


Gentlemen of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association : 

Iam glad to meet you; another year has come and gone since we 
last met, but let us all, as we meet to-day, thank him who holds our 
destinies in his hand, and who has the power to allow us to 
meet many years yet to come or snatch us in the twinkle of an 
eye into eternity. Do not let us so soon forget that terrible accident 
which befell a number of our gallant boys, men of this city and mem- 
bers of your Hook and Ladder Company, who were with us in our 
last annual meeting at Durham and a few hours thereafter were so 
quickly taken from all that were near and dear to them; but let us 
throw the mantle of charity over their lives and destinies, and not 
forget that we too are but men. 

In performing the efficient duty which is customary to this position, 
I can do little more than thank you for the honor which I now grate- 

fully yield up into your hands, and speak a word of parting encourage- 
ment to my comrades and associates of the North Carolina. Firemen’s 
Association. The day has passed when the vocation ofa fireman is con- 
sidered inferior to the people of this country. Tobe the savers of prop- 
erty and have the care of human life, under circumstances of peril and 
hardship, is a conspicious honor which any may covet. Togo into the 
midst of devouring flames with toppling walls and falling roofs around 
us, isan undertaking of f eroic courage, which appeals to the admiration 
and sympathy of the richest and poorest in the land, and if the fire- 
man under these startling surroundings, magnifies his office and is 
‘proud of his history, he is simply taking up the impression of public 
sentiment which is the fireman’s only reward. For, gentlemen, we 
find in this sublime consecration of self none of the inducements 
which speak to the heart in the usual experience of life; no monetary 
profits stimulate the ambition of the fireman, nor are his purposes 
and views fixed upon the glittering prizes of distinction or of fame; 
he serves his country literally without money and without price. On 
many a night of darkness and of danger he takes his life in his hand 
to save the cottage of the widow and to pluck from the jaws of death 
the bedridden and the helpless. The man of capital reposes safely in 
his gorgeous home because his uncounted thousands are in the keep- — 
‘ing of that unflinching fidelity which guards alike the palace of the | 
merchant prince and the cabin of the peasant. And to-day there is 
’ no instrumentality in this country, outside of the influences of re- 
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- ligion, that so intelligently considers and valiantly guards, without 
_ the selfish promptings of avarice and greed, the comfort and happi. 
ye ness of our entire population. 
And, gentlemen, what is perhaps a matter of the highest congratu- 
_ lation to us, the equipment of our Fire Department is keeping pace 
a fs with the increasing wealth of our cities and towns, and with the in- 
_ -ereasing necessities of the community, the largest and finest steam- 
: an ers, hose-reels and all kinds of fire implements of the latest improve- 
_ ments are being brought into the South. Our gallant and self-sacri- 
_ ficing fire laddies are being handsomely uniformed and appointed. A 
_ spirit of organized self-reliance and independence is being diffused 
- among them. Money is freely spent by municipal corporations in 
_ their behalf, and not even the military prestige of the nation surpas- 
_ Ses the lofty character of our fire association in all that gives strength 
me and stability to a people. For this we should feel proud. The ques- 
we _ tion for us to settle is: Will our state department continue to foster 
_ that element of growth, which has been the secret of our success up 
Natta: the present, aud continue to give us that aid in the future that it 
has during the past vear. As your President I have signed six vouch- 
_ ers on your treasurer amounting to two hundred and forty dollars, 
- {$240.00.) This money was paid to sick and disabled firemen from the 
. State fund, and your treasurer will in his report tell you to whom it 
- waspaid. This fund, so nobly contributed by our State, will continue |

Rather foster your ambition upon 
the plain, justifying results which will follow your devotion to duty, 
whether the populace applaud you or not. Determine to make this 
ie ‘ organization perfect in its character and irresistible in its influence. 
- Let it be like the men of old Sparta, who being asked where were the 
Y walls of their gallant city, answered that they were in the valor of 
her sons. So let the firemen of North Carolina be, under all circum- 
_ gtances, the walls of our noble “Old State,” set to defend her against 
fire perils and to protect her against that insidious enemy which comes 
but to overwhelm and destroy. Again thanking you, gentlemen, for 
your considerate attention to myself, permit me to return to you the 
honorable office which your partiality bestowed.

It becomes my duty to lay before you for the second aes an account 
of my stewardship for the past year. The two years I have spent as. 
your Secretary have been a delight, unmixed ’tis true, but for the 
benefit of my fellow-firemen. It seems but yesterday since we shook 
hands at the close of the Durham meeting, yet another year has pass- | 
ed and gone. We meet to-day in this beautiful and charming city of 
Asheville, a city known throughout the wide world for its healthful- 
ness and hospitality, and as the “queen city” of the “land of the sky.” 
Iam glad I can report to you that I have been able to give my 
personal attention to the business and the many letters that have 
reached me, and not one of those letters have gone unanswered. Let- 
ters of inquiry have come from other states (of much greater import- 
ance than ours) and it has been a source of pleasure to me to be able— 
to answer these inquiries as Secretary of one of the most prosperous. 
Fireman’s Associations of any state in the union. Let us continue to 
legislate so wisely and well that in the future as in the past we may 
be the equal of any Association and to do even more for our fellow- 
firemen. 
The work of the past year has not been quite so laborious as the 
past. Buta much more responsible one. The adoption of anew Con- — 
stitution and By-Laws and the passage of the bill creating “The Relief 
Fund” made it necessary to combine the offices of Secretary and Treas-_- 
urer and in order to comply with the law creating the relief fund it was 
made a bonded office. 
As required by the new By-Laws I had blank applications (OF meém- 
bership printed and mailed a copy to each Company in the state, and 
soon began to receive returns from these, and the following will show 
the number and name of the Companies who are members and the 
date the application for membership was received and recorded.

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to enlist a great many companies who would have otherwise remain- 


ed out of the Association, not being able to bear the burden of the 


tax on their treasury. 

There are 303 who are entitled to the benefits besides the Chiefs and 
assistants. Of this number 10 Chiefs and 10 assistants have not paid 
their dues for this year. 

I have tried faithfully during the year, both by mailing printed 
matter and writing letters, to impress on the minds of every Chief 
and Foreman in the State the importance and great advantage of he 
and his company being members of the Association to entitle them to 
the benefits to be derived from the Relief Fund. Though I have not 
been able to enlist all the companies, yet I feel encouraged and live 
in hopes that before another year will have passed all differences will 
be satisfactorily settled and your Secretary will embody in his next 
report the fact that every company in the State are members of the 
Association and every firemen in the State is in good standing and 
entitled to all privileges and the benefits from the Relief Fund. 

The proceedings of the Third Annual Convention, held at Durham, 
copies of which I sent to every department in the State, and have 
distributed among you, was printed and distributed much sooner this 
year than any previous one. I was aided in this by. the stenographic 
report I had taken during the meeting at Durham. The cost of 
printing these proceedings was somewhat reduced by letting out ad- 
vertising space to different parties, and I think this could be so suc- 
cessfully managed that the Proceedings might be gotten out at a very 
small cost to the Association. The initiation fee and per capata tax 
for this year has been almost sufficient to meet the demand; 
that is, counting in the deficiency of about $50.00 from last year. 
There are some outstanding bills for this year that have not been paid, 
but the deficiency can be met if those Chiefs and assistants, who have 
not paid their dues, will come up; otherwise it will be left over to be 
met with next year’s accounts. 

The per capata tax for this year will necessar‘ly have to be raised 
in order that the Association may have means for another year. The 
initiation fees that have been paid this year is paid but once, and this 
deficiency must be provided for. 

In January last I gave the Treasurer of North Carolina a ($5,000.00) 
Five Thousand Dollar Bond, and received from him ($2,500.00) 
Twenty-Five Hundred Dollars, appropriated by the last Legislature, 
and known as the Firemen’s Relief Fund. This is an annual ap- 
propriation for the relief of disabled firemen. At the suggestion of the 
Executive Committee this money was deposited in the Five Cents’ 
Savings Bank of Greensboro, and will, it is said, draw 5 per cent.
